Without a doubt one of the first operating aids anyone getting into ham radio looks to acquire is a good and easy 
to use computer based logging program. There are more than a few out there that can be downloaded for free 
from the internet. Others may be purchased and downloaded via the internet with costs ranging from $15 to 
nearly $150. Several have become quite popular and have almost become standards in the amateur community. 
Before selecting one, especially if it is one requiring a cash outlay, you should determine the suitability to your 
needs. Some are best suited for general operating needs or for logging and tracking DX contacts. Others are 
best suited for the contest environment or other specialty operating areas. The one that best suits your needs 
may take a bit of time to identify. One good place to find application information and what experiences other 
are having with a particular program is the review section of eHam.com. Go to http://www.eham.net/reviews/ 
products/27. Scanning this list you will find over 100 listings of logging programs and logbook utilities. Read 
the reviews and that should tell you how others are using the program and their results, gripes or praises. 

Any logger you select should have the capability of importing or exporting your log in ADIF format. This is 
essential if you ever need to move data to or from anther logging program. It is also the file format used as the 
starting point for uploading your log file to the ARRL LoTW. Also, the logger should be capable of exporting 
your log in Cabrillo format which is the standard format when submitting a contest log to the ARRL contest 
robot. Essential also is the ability to easily back your log up on an external device. Everyone should do a 
periodic backup of their electronic log to avoid losing your contact data in case of a hard disc crash. A built in 
backup function is very much preferable to having to manually find the log file and copy it to another location. 
Another important issue is product support. Nothing is more frustrating than to have a problem with a piece of 
software and no one to turn to for an answer. Many of the more popular loggers have user discussion groups 
where answers to problems or questions on use can be easily found from other users. Software authors are not 
always responsive to user queries although there are exceptions. Reading the eHam reviews will usually allow 
you to determine those loggers where the author is or is not responsive to users or reads and responds to the 
group posts. 

Several of the more popular logging programs that you must buy have a no-cost trial version that allows you to 
get the feel of the program and it’s user interface. Try these before you purchase the full product. Most of the 
trial versions are fully active but do not allow you to save the log file so they are not a temporary solution but 
still useful to get to know the software. My personal favorites are DX4WIN for general logging and NIMM for 
contest situations. DX4WIN comes at price of about $90 and can be downloaded via the internet site. Once 
payment has been made an activation key is mailed to the registered user and that activates the full program. 
N1MM is a free contest logger and is also available via the internet.
